Cholera and Typhus 


In Central Empires 


The reasons why ‘the. Austro-Ger- 
mans, despite their successes in the 
eastern theatre of war, are putting 
out feelers for peace is suggested by 
the impossibility. of further hiding the 
truth, now officially announced, that 
cholera nd typhus are raging in the 
central empires.

hide the ‘prevalence of the epidemics, 
especially in Germany, where the mor-

dn its last issue the Brooks 
* Bulletin says: : : 

‘Fhe Redelfff Review suggests 
that Brooks tax rate of 30 mills 
leoks high compared to Ref- 

.. cliff’s, which is 12 mills. But if 
Brooks property ‘Was ‘assessed 
as high as Redcliff’s we should 
be in a different position.” 

In a town the size of. Redcliff 
one would hardly expect the as- 
sessment to be as low as it is in 
Brooks, but we would remind 
the Bulletin that a considerable 
reduction was made both in our 
ussessment and tax rate this 
year—hard times notwithstand- 
ing. 

As a result of the reduction, 
and by virtue of our single tax 
system there is not a lot in 
Redcliff today assessed at more 
than $4,000. On some of these 
lots there are one, two and three 
storey brick buildings costing 
from five to fifteen thousand 
dollars to build, yet they are as- 
sessed for only $4,000, unless, 
of course, the buildings cover 
more than one lot. 

To illustrate our very reason- 
able taxes in Redcliff and to 
give a case for comparison, we 
would take the Review office us 
an example. It is a one storey 
brick building 25x40 feet. It is 
situated 130 feet from the main 
street and is within a block and 
a half of the post office, three 
banks, general stores, doctors’ 
and lawyers’ offices. In fact it 
is right in the centre of the busi- 
ness section. For this, includ- 


ing water rates, the taxes are’ 


$17.37 this year after deducting 
the discount for paying within 
a specified time. 
‘We venture to say that if the 
Bulletin takes the trouble to in- 
vestigate it will find that this. 
amount is considerably less than 
is paid in Brooks for the aver- 
age house im-the outlying resi- 
dential district. 
Notwithstanding the differ- 
ence in assessment, which the 
Bulletin tries to.take consolation 
out of, the Review still maintains 
that 30 mills does look high 
when compared with Redeliff, 
and we further maintain: that 
there is not a town in the west 
with lower or more reasonable 
taxes than Redcliff. 


THOSE GOVERNMENT NOTES 

For the past few weeks there 
has been-a great deal of talk on 
the streets and much space 
“used in the newspapers discuss- 
ing the payment of seed grain 
and provision notes held by the 
government for assistunce rend- 
ered to the farmers last fall and 
spring.

In dealing with the matter of 
the safety of children the article 
says: 

One of the greatest dangers 
where many children - are as- 
sembled is fire, and panic fol- 
lowing an alarm of fire. To meet 
such an emergency, 
should at the first. oppurtunity 
initiate fire drills among pupils. 
Fire drills cannot nreven* fire, 
but aim to ‘avoid the panic 
which usually accompanies it. 
The principal object is to pre- 
vent the panic, and the chief 
point is to secure orderly and 
rapid exit of pupils. The pupils 
should be thoroughly familiar- 
ized with the fire alarm signals, 
so that no delay may be caused 
through confusion.

At the poultry department of the 
Dominion experimental station, Leth- 
bridge, there are experiments being 
carried out with Barred Rocks. and 
single comb White Leghorns, and the 
announcement is made that a limited 
number of cockerels of these two 
breeds can be obtained by farmers.

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Germans Torpedo 
Passenger Vessel 


The Allan line steamer Hesperian 
‘with 850 passengers and a crew of 
800 aboard, bond from Liverpool for 
Montreal, was attacked without warn- 
ing by a German submarine ‘off the 
Trish coast just as darkness was fall-, 
ing Saturday evening. . Although ‘the 
torpedo found its mark, the vessel re- 
mained afloat: Lavy lives are re- 
‘ported lost. 

No submarine was seen,, and’ prob- 
ably: it was too, dark to observe the 
wake of a. torpedo, but all the, passen- 
gers and members 6f the crew who 
arrived at Queenstown on the rescue 
steamers agree that the attack was 
made a German undersea boat, basing 
their épinion on the force of the 
shock and the great volume of water 
thrown in ‘the air. This propped back 
on. the deck, drenching the passengers 
who were taking an after-dinner 
promeéni nade, feeling quite safe in the 
belief that they had passed the sub- 
marine danger zone. 

The force of the explosion was tre- 
mendous, and of the passengers land- 
ed at Queenstown, many of them 
scantily clad, about 20 were injured. 
There were no American passengers 
aboard so far as the American consul 
could learn tonight, but two-members 
of the crew were American citizens, 
and they were both saved. 

About 30 Canadian ‘soldiers, who 
were wounded in battle in Flanders, 
were going home to recuperate. Most 
of the other passengers were Cana- 
dians, returning from a visit to Eng- 
land, or English people on their way 
to Canada to settle. 


Prisoners of War to | 
Receive Shilling a. Day 


It was hoped some time ago that 
one shilling a day would be paid Can- 
adian prisoners of war in Germany, 
but as the army council have decided 
to allow only one shilling a week to 
British prisoners of war, irrespective 
of rank, and as it is absolutely nec- 


essary to treat British and Canadian |. 


prisoners alike, the Canadian govern- 
ment have asked the war office to ar- 
range for prisoners to get this amount 
also. Prisoners when required to 
work are paid 11 cents a day by the. 
German ° government. .
